Tho Colonial Sccrotary moved that the 
Cuuncil go into Committee on tho Bill.cn- 
titled, ‘an Ordinance to spply & sum not 
exceeding Two’ Millions Three hundred 
and Fifty-nine thousand Seven hundred 
and Eighty-nine Dollars te the Public Ser- 
vice of the Year 1897.'" - anne, 8 

Mr Whitehead ‘nid he wished to move 
an amendment on the third item. He said 
—~This vory date last, year: when ths item, 
Governor and Legislature, csme un for.con- 
sideration, I moved an ameudmeiit and the 
reduction of thi ¥bto to $100. I then cx- 
plained that my- object in doing so was to 
complain of the action of tha Government 
in regard to’ the Sanitary Board, and 
of the protiacted delay on the part 
of the Government in reconstructing 
the board on an appropyate basis. - 1 
am well aware that your Excellency in 
your opening. address intimated to -us 
that with'regard to the codftitution of the 
Sanitary Board, ‘I regret that I am not 
yat in possession of tho Sveratary of State’a 
finnl decision, which, however, [ will re- 
ceive shortly.’ When I moved the reduc- 
tion of this voto.last year, I further stated, 
‘It is a matter of the greatest importance 
to’the Colony that the reconstruation of the 
Bonrd should not be longer delayed, F 
sulmnit that a copy of all the cerreapond- 
ence between tha Coloniat Govornmont and 
the Home Authorities, and ‘otter docn- 
ments, including the reports of the Unofit- 
cial membors on the subject, should. not be 
longer withheld, but should be laid upon 
the-table. I hope the Government will 
déem it expedient to do so without further 
delay. The Council and the community 
are now, sfter waiting twelve montha, fully 
entitled to know. what has been’ done.’ 
“At pe later date- I brought on 
a resolution at the Gouncil for the produc. 
tion of the pupersy and I then said on 8th 
July this year, ‘It is necessary that 
Government should’ give tho unofficial 
members of Council the dpportunity of 
studying the correspondence and despatehes 
which passed’ between the Colonial authorl- 
tics and-the Home officials’ in’ conncotion 
with :-—{1) The resignation of the unoffi- 
eial mémbors of tho Board. (2) The ap- 
pointinent of the Medical Officer of Healtt, 
his position, ‘and relation to the Sanitary 
Board. (3) Tho recommendations of the 
unofficial mombers of Council. (4) Tho 
Colonial Government's reasons and argu- 
ments in support of. the necessity for now 
proposing to so alter and change the con- 
stitution of the Board. 'The solo and only 
remedy,proposed in tho draft Bill entitled 
‘Tlie Sanitary Board Ordinance of 1896’ is 
the reduction of the unoflicial members 
from ‘not moro than 6' to 2, and of this 
it appoars, in the objects and. reasons at- 
tached to the Bill, that the Sceretary of 
State has approved. I feel quite certain 
Sir William Des Vocux and the Secretary 
of State in 1888 did not sanction «majority. 
of unofficial members on the Board wifliout 
haying first made the, vory fullest enqniries 
and conclusively satisfied thomsclyes of the 
wisdom of their deliberate action, * Unless 
we havo bofore us very substantial grounds 
and strong reasons, we: cannot I think, 
justify our beginning to undo the work of 
a former Secretary of State and a former 
Governor who was so highly estcoined and 
respected. I think tho British-memhers of 
the community confirmed on 15th and 16th 
May last most emphatically the experience 
throughout the vast British Empire and 
British India, viz., that for the general im- 
provement of sapitation the co-operation of 
tho public, through their legally elected re- 
presentatives, is essential, . I. respectfully 
submit, ‘sir, it is not only necessary but-it 
ig indispensable “that the Government 
should publish all the correspondence and 
papers. They are the sole and only mate. 
a which caz unable the ‘unofficial. mem- 
bers and tho public to form an independent 
and accurate opinion on the morits of the 
very’ Important chang now ‘proposed.’ 
The carrrespondence and tho. arguments 
and roasons adduced by, the Colonial Goy- 
emment have not yet seetrtho light of day, 
and I think this delay in reconstructing the 
Sanitary Board is most injurious te the 
public interest." Tha Sanitary Board have 
come before the Court, and they have been 
mulcted in damages, and in a certain cense 
held up to ridicule and condemned. There 
can be no reasons, go far as I can see, why 
tho Government should not Jay the corre. 
spondence on the table. If the decision of 
tho Secretary of State has been arrived at 
I think we-are entitled to bo informed of it, 
and after so loug delay to have all ¢orres- 
pondenéa laid-upon the table. - [therefore, 
as I ‘said before, mercly af a matter of 
form, propose the reduction of. this ‘vote 
simply to have an‘opportunity of bringing 
this important matter before the Council. 

Bis Excellency may say the Secretary 
of State's reply- was received yesterday by 
rthe. mail, and the whole of the correspond- 
énce is already, or willbe to-niorrow,” in

THE TUNG WA HOSPITAL. 


THE OOVERNOR'S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Yesterday afternoon a mpeting was held 
in the Tung Wa Hospital to consider the. 
question of appointing a Chinese trained in 
Western medical acience to reside inthe 
Hospital. Mr Lo T'sz-Chuny ‘presided. 
There were also present Messrs. Liu 'Tsz- 
shan, Fung Wa-chuen, Chang Hok-chau, 
Ho Chak-sang, Wong Sang-tung, and about 
forty othors, all of whom wore directors and 
foriner directors of the Hospital. Inapector 
Quincey and reporters of the Chinese papers 
also attended. No kaifong people. were 
present. Our ‘morning contemporary pub- 
shes tho following ftranslution of the 
aiscussion ;— : G 

Lui Tsz-shin. said—The Directors went 
to see His Excellency. the Governor on the 
Srd- instant, bat Mr Ld Tet-chung, who 
was at-that time in Canton, did not go with 
us. His Excelficy said that he wanted to 
appoint a Chinese trained_in Western 
modical aciencé to reside in this hospital, 
but as Mr Lo ‘Tsz-chung, the president, 
was absent, we did not gpivo.a ‘defimte 
answer to Hia Excellency. This meeting is 
specially held to consider the question and 
we will give answer to His Excellency to- 
morrow. ; 

Lo Tez-chung said—tI have just returned 
from Canton in :tesponse to a telegram 
stating that the meeting was to bo held 
to-day. I was entirely ignorant of this 
thing tillnow. The idoa of Hix Excellency 
is a good one and we .cannot sey anything 
against it, but as no kaifong peoplo are 
present, how can we do anything without 
their consent ? : : 

Chovg Kok-chau said—We twelve diroc- 
tors catinot carry the whole responsibility 


of making the appointment on. our own 


shoulders, .and we had better see His Ex- | 


cellency to-morrow and Jet His Excellency 
appoint the doctor himself. Wo-cannot do 
anything against his view, because Hong- 
kong is under British control. . - 

Fung Wa-chuen—Why should ‘we make 
the appointment .oursolves. when. His Ex- 
cellency insists upon its being mado with 
or without our consent? His Excellency 
will take a goo and kind view appointing 
a “doctor, “We had better appoint Dr 
Chung, who is trained in Western medical 
seionee. . His Excellency is by no means 
desirous to diminish our power ; he only 
wants to-do good to tha: hospital. “If we 
had -a doctor trained in Western modical 
science, a poor man might consult him in 
critical cases. To -have a Cliinese trained 
in Western medical scionce here is much 
batter than’ to. have .a European doctor 
here, a8 was proved the. year before last, 
when Hongkong was first visited by plague: 

Liu Tsz-shan—What Mr Fung Wa-chuen 
has said ‘is quite right, If we have tha 
doctor-here, the European doctors. who 


visit the hospital will not again complain 
that. the patients! clothes are dirty or any- 
thing of that sort. ey ae 
* “Lo Tez-chung asked how they eould meet 
such 8, heavy expense’as would: be involved 
by having such a.ductor in’ the-hospital:''

Shanghai, Dee. 10, 

We are authorised by’ Dr Stuehel; tho 
Consul-General. for Germany at Shanghai, 
to say that he has no information whatever 

as to the concession’ to Germany by tho 
‘Chinese Government of. s'largo’ pieos of 
land to the west of the Anglo-American 
suttlement. 

Under these circumstances it is intorcat- 
ing to consider how such « circumstantist 
report os that which has been spread 
among the yuméns and the vernacular papers 
hasansén. ‘The Consuls here and the 
Bters at Poking havo been interesting th 
selves warmly in tho Municipal Council's 
efforts to obtain an extension of the Sottle- 
ment, and-it is thoroughly well-known that 
Baron Heyking, tha German Minister, has 
made and would muko no attempt to ob- 
tain a soparato settlement for Germany. 
Germany does not want auch a settlemout, 
nor would the German Govérnment under- 
take the cost of adsninistering it; and cer- 
tainly neither Baron Heyhking nor Dr Stue+ 
bel would take advantage’ of the general 
endeavour to procure an ‘extension of the 
settlement to sccure-a seputata concession. 
for Germany; and if it were conceivable 
that they could do such a thing, they would

THE NEWCHIVANG-ONWO COLLI- 
SION CASE, - : 
: SUDGMENT.- 

The following is the judgment delivered 
in the Supréme Court at Shanghai, in the 
Newchcang-Onieo collision ‘case :—This 
suit arises out of a collision which occurred 
on tho 30th of April, 1898, ab Woosung at 
a point somewhere zbout half-way botween 
the Feima lightship and the Kwashing. 
The Onwo was.proceeding down the rivor 
on a yayago from Shanghai to Hankow and 
tho Newchwang was commg up the river 
on a voyage from Amoy to Shanghai. The 
Onwo crossed the Woosung Inner Bar 
about 2.25 a.m, by tho Feima ‘channel; 
When sho came abreast of the Feimia light- 
ship, or a little before, sho ported her helm 
to round it, anda little while after sho 
again ported. ‘The cross-examination of tho 
plaivitifis’ witnosses indicated that the New- 
chwang's contention was that after passing 
the Feima lightship the Onwo went ovor to 
the Woosungside. Wehadnodiroctevidence 
in support of thia contention and I find, as 
a fact, and the Assessors agree with me, 
that the Orwo neyor was on the Woosung 
(i.e. the Ontvo's port) side of mid-channel. 
As she came over the har sha was bound to 
show her green light to any ship down by 
the mouth of the Wousung creek, but, if she 
wos, as alleged by the witnesses on the 
Newchwang, green to green, this must havo 


j been owing to the direction of the bow of 


the Neurhwang and not on account of the 


‘| Onwo being for over on the Woosung side 
‘| of tho river, The Onto proceeded after 


rounding the Feima light on the usual and 
proper course, namely, on the starboard 
side of mid-channel. She saw the masthead 
and red lights of the Mewchwung of 
tho mouth of the Woosung creok, and 
shortly after her red light was shut in 
and the green appeared.” The Newchkwang 
came on and when close to. the 
Ontco blew two blasts of her whistle, 
starboarded - her helm and ran into 
the Onto from 15 to 20-feot from the 
Onwo's stem. Just bafore the collision the 
Onwo' hard-u-ported and blew ono blast of 
her -whistle, We have no ovideace that 
any whistling on one ship was heard on the 
other, except the two ists blown by the 
Newehwang jnst before the collision, “The. 
point VF cullision wis well over on the 
‘cotung sido of the channel. Tho Net- 
chung came up the river and, when she 
was 4 Jittle“below the mouth of Woosung 
creek, sho saw the lights of a steamer 
crossing the bar. She stopped ‘her en- 
gines and drifted on until, as her witnesses 
say, the approsching vessel showed her 
green Lght.on the Newchwang's starboard 
ow. If the Onuwv’s green light ever was 
on tho starboard bow of the Newchwang it 
must_have been because the head of the 
Newchwang had swung round towards the 
Pootung side of the river ; butwhatever was 
the reason, tho muster af the Newehwang 
then determined to, come up the Pootung 
side of the channel. He came on, passing. 
the Kwashing (which in. well over 
on the Poutung side) within 60 feet ; whon 
nearing the Onuo he blew two blasts of hia 
whistle, -starboarded, and roversed his 
engines. . The collision followed; both 
vessels woro injured and the Onico ssuk, 
causing a most lamentable loss of life hoth 


‘of Chinese and of foreigners. Now it is 


plain that the Newchwang did not comply 
with Regulation 21.° Her explanation is 
that the Ontwo so. noted as to make her 
believe that aho-was going down the Woo- 
sung side of the river, With regard to 
this I would adopt the words used in the 
case of tha Highgate i—It is only wher) 

clear caso’ of necessity is ‘made out thats 
captain can excuse himself for not following 
the rule.’ (The Highgate, 62 Lid. N.S, 
841), Andagain in the Vest it is snis 

‘The principle of law that you are uct to 
adhere to the strict rules of navigation but 
avoid an accident if possiblo, isa doctrine 
to be very carefully watched.’ (The Zest, 5 
N, of C. 278). . With regard to the casé of 
the Commerce’ (3-Robinson, 287) cited by 
Mr Platt in support. of his-argument that 
the Onto ought to have given way, it is to 
be observed that the Privy Council remark- 
ed. that ‘théugh the principle involved.in 
that. case. may_be-in iteelf‘a-sound one itis 
one which should be: applied very cautious 
ly, and only ‘where the circumstances aro 
clearly exceptional. ‘They conceive that to 
leave. to masters of vessels 4 discretion as

nation of the chart, is that those on the 
Onwo must have known shortly after they 
sighted the Newchwuny that she was’ com:

291, Lord Esher makes these remarks : ‘Ix 
a sailor justified when he sees another mon 
navigaling his ship in 4 hazardous manner 
and though not illegally ' (the Newchwang 
was acting illegally) ‘ yet in an ungafe way, 
~-is he justified in supposing that the man 
will only go to the extent he ia then going 
in doing what is risky and hazardous? ‘Thu 

entlemen who assist us agreo that an officer 
Ia not justified in supposing that.’ So hora 
I think that when those on the Onwe saw 


feet of the Kwashing ond was showing 


them her green light, they ought to have | 


realised that thera was risk of collision, 
Mr Drununond relied greatly on the caso of 
Wilson, Sons and Co, v. Currio (App. Cases 
1894, p. 116), but that case is materially 
different from the present. There the 
Thorsa, which it was Fought to hold jointly 
to blame with the Otte, stopped and re- 
versed. But it was said that she ought to 
have stoppod and reversed sooner, - Tho 
Court, old that she was not to blame for 
not -having~atopped and reversed sooner ; 
and Lord Halsbury at p. 121 says : ‘When 
at last it-was apparent to the master of the 
Thorsa that the master of the Otto was go- 
ing to mancouvre as he ought not to have 
done... . he stopped and revorsed.’ In 
the present caso. when ought it to have 
been apparent. to the master of the 
Onwo that the master of the New 
chwang. was. going to mancuvre aa he 
ought not to have done? Mr Cooper says 
they sighted the Newchwang’s masthead 
and red light just about abeam. of the Feis 
ma lightship and. that shortly after 6! 

shut in her red and showed her green, Tho 
Newchwang came within 60 feet of the 
Kwashing, still showing her green: light, 
If any one looks at the chart he cannot help 
secing that the Newchwang was not then 
on her proper side of the channel, and if 
she was showing hor green light it must 
have been apparent to thors on the Ontwo 
that the Newchwang was manoeuvring in 


‘Jan iniproper manner, and I think that that 


ought to have been apparent.some time he- 
fore tho Newehwang was ‘abreast of the 
Krwashing. The question-I put ta tho, Ax. 
sossors was: ‘When should those on 
board the Onwo havé ‘reasonably oon- 
eluded. that thoro was risk of: col- 
lision? To this they replied ; ‘As soon 
as the Newchwang had’ passed the Kew 
shing.' Then in order to sea if the Onwo 
could oxcuse horgelf-in accordance with the 
maxims derived from the Khedive { App, 
Casés, $76, 202) and the -Benares.
